Lincoln School, which will 
cost an estimated $465,000, will 
contain 13 classrooms, two kin­ 
dergarten units, music building, 
multipurpose unit, aind admin­ 
istration building.

Columbia School will cost an 
estimated $325,000, with eight 
classrooms, multipurpose unit, 
and administration building.
